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1. In early December military authorities in Kwangtung ordered that all railroad 
atations on the Canton-Kowloon Hallroad and the Kwangtung section of the 
Canton-Hankow Railroad organize air raid precaution units and that Communist 
troops be placed as guards at ali tunnela and bridges along these two lines.®
